Levies Are Lower 


Tax bills in Palm Springs will 
show a reduction this fall it was 
indicated this week w ith the set­ 
ting of the Desert D istrict and 
P alm Spring high school rates by 
th eir respective boards. 
Both showed a substantial re ­ 
duction under last year’s figure, 
enough, it is believed, to offset 
th e bond interest and redem ption 
levy, new this year 
in 
school 
taxes. 
Both high school and Desert 
D istrict boards m et last week. 


FINAL APPROVAL was given 
to the budget for the 1947-48 fis­ 
cal year by Palm Springs high 
school board of trustees in ses­ 
sion last Thursday night. 
No protests were heard against 
the budget which provides for 
$204,220 
for total expenditures 
and a local tax yield of $117,000. 
The high school ta x rate has 
been at 65 cents per $100 assessed 
valuation, a drop of ten cents 
under last year’s figure. 


EARLIER LAST WEEK a hear­ 
ing was held by the D esert Dis­ 
trict board on its budget of ap­ 
proxim ately $275,000 for the cur­ 
ren t fiscal year. No protests were 
heard at th at tim e and the bud­ 
get was adopted. 
The tax rate for the D esert Dis­ 
trict will be 90 cents per $100 
assessed valuation, a substantial 
drop under last year’s rate. 
( 
W ith the city’s rate unchanged 
a t $1 and a 4-cent reduction in 
the county rate, tax bills, except 
w here 
extensive 
im provem ents 
have been made in the past year, 
w ill be lower. 


ONLY BOOST indicated so fai­ 
ls in the flood control district 
rate w hich will be 19 cents for 
Zone 6, the local zone, and 2 cents 
for adm inistration, 21 cents in 
all. Last year the over-all rate 
w as 15 cents. 
No protests were heard against 
the budget which provides for

The high school lax rale has 
been sel at 65c per $100 assessed 
valuation, a drop of len cenls 
under lasl year's figure.

July 31 
Because of the bus schedules, 
w e are still here at W hitehorse 
This little town, which has 2500 
population, not including the hun­ 
dreds of big dogs, skyrocketed to 
betw een 45,000 and 50,000 during 
the w ar w ith arm y personnel and 
w orkers on the Alcan highway 
and Chanel oil project by which 
oil was piped from the northern 
p art of C anada to W hitehorse tc 
be refined and then piped on te 
Skagw ay and Fairbanks. 
This afternoon I called on Hor­ 
ace E. Moore, publisher of the 
W hitehorse Star. He gets out a 
neat little eight-page tabloid on 
bookpaper and received the N at­ 
ional aw ard for excellency for 
new spapers 
under 500 circula- 
• tion. He is 
a 
mem ber 
of the 
W hitehorse Kiwanis club which 
is the only service club in town 
and has 47 members. 
This afternoon we went up the 
A laska 
Highway, 
form erly the 
A lcan H ighway, to see the W hite­ 
horse rapids of the Yukon, from 
which it derives its name, and 
the Yukon canyon. The latter. Dr. 
Lobeck says, is of volcanic origin. 
It rem inds m e of the G rand C an­ 
yon of the G unnison in Colorado. 
En route we stopped at an In­ 
dian cem etery and saw a com bin­ 
ation of paganism and C hristian­ 
ity. Many of the graves had lit­ 
tle houses built over them with 
a pot or pan and dishes inside so 
th at the spirits would have som e­ 
thing to eat w hen they return. 
Some w ere protected from the 
w eather by low tents. The fact 
th a t they w ere Christian Indians 
w as indicated by sm all crosses on 
th e tiny houses. 
It rained this morning so I in­ 
vested in some rubbers. Now, this 
evening, it is clear, consequently 
they will probably be just two 
m ore things to lug all over A las­ 
ka. 
CONFIDENCE

far north country, which I shall 
never forget, is th e people's trust 
in everyone. The first night here 
in W hitehorse, w e tried to get 
keys for the doors to our rooms 
but w ere told there aren’t any. 
Nor w ere there any at the hotel 
in Skagway. 
This 
evening 
we 
celebrated 
with a birthday party for our 
youthful guide w ho is 36 years 
old today. The landlady’s daugh­ 
ter engaged him in conversation 
while the rest of us gathered at 
one large table 
in the dining 
room leaving the place of honor 
for him. In front of it was a large 
decorated birthday cake, which 
we ordered specially for the oc­ 
casion from the local baker, and 
a billfold in gift-w rapping which 
we had purchased at Skagway.

FLOODS 


Santa Claus Lodge, m idnight, 
August 3—Floods seem to fol­ 
low me around while on vaca­ 
tions. Last year it was in Mexico 
and this year in Alaska. Friday 
morning, at W hitehorse, we were 
delayed four hours during w hich 
time the bridge over the Donjack 
river, which had been damaged 
by floods, due to w arm rains, was 
repaired. However, it turned out 
to be an over-night delay. The 
bus which had been ordered to 
come from Fairbanks to m eet us 
at the bridge, failed to arrive at 
the appointed tim e, so back we 
w ent to Lake K luane, where there 
is a very nice lodge.

The bridge over another 
river, which had gone out in the 
floods, was repaired by the time 
we arrived.

LAKE KLUANE 
The lodge on Lake K luane is 
a very pleasant place to spend a 
night. Located in the heart of 
th e big gam e country, the lodge 
affords com fortable lodging and 
excellent meals for hunters and 
fisherm en. The lake is 90 miles 
long and is 
800 feet 
deep in 
places. 
Saturday we continued on to 
S anta C laus lodge. We arrived at 
12:30 a. m., Sunday morning. Al­ 
though the sun slipped below the 
horizon in the north there was 
never a tim e during the night 
w hen the northern sky did not 
look like our Southern California 
sky shortly before dawn. To the 
south the moon was skimming 
along the horizon above the lofty 
W rangell range. 
Suddenly in front of us loomed 
a perfect giant of a m ountain, so 
high th at

thought 
my 
eyes 
m ust be deceiving me and that 
w hat looked like a snow-capped 
cone poking its top far above the 
clouds was really clouds. A lady 
on the bus, who had made the 
trip through here m any times, 
told us it was Mt. Sanford and 
th a t it is 16,200 feet high. We 
w atched it for miles, and after 
a tim e another m ountain, still 
higher, cam e into view. It is Mt. 
Drumm . 
SALMON RUN 
On the w ay up to Santa Claus 
lodge, we stopped by a small 
stream to see the salmon run. 
They are coming up the stream s 
now to spaw n, and then die. The 
salmon, as m any of you know, 
com e back to the very stream in 
w hich they hatched. These were 
red salm on about 18 inches long. 
We had been told the Alaska 
highw ay was rough, but found the 
p a rt we drove over in excellent 
condition. It is a gravel road, but 
sm ooth, and both the C anadian 
and A m erican governm ents are 
m aking every effort to m aintain 
it in good condition. Now the 
C anadian 
governm ent 
requires 
th a t a certain num ber of auto 
parts m ust be carried before a 
car can sta rt the trip north. This 
is because garages are few and 
far apart. If one could take care 
of his ow n car or could afford to 
tak e a m echanic w ith him , I can’t 
im agine a m ore enjoyable vaca­ 
tion than one in the virgin area 
opened up by the highway.

a pillow, and aw aiting operation. 


"A WORD OF ADVICE to all 
A m vets and all veterans in Palm 
Springs: C arry a Copy of your 
discharge at all times. Because of

Santa Fe, New Mexico, is about 
800 miles from C athedral City.

Lined up in front of me, w aiting 
for the train to pass, w ere cars 
from Arizona, New Mexico, O kla­ 
homa, Kansas, and Texas.

The Ocotillo forests are black and 
scorchedj as 
if dead. B ut we 
know th at w ith a little rain they 
will break into brilliant green 
w ands again and bloom. The Oco­ 
tillo is one of those plants th at 
bloom w henever it has a chance. 
Ironwood and Palo V erde trees 
w ere heavy and 
dripping with 
seed 
pods 
w hich 
m ade 
them 
ochre in color and quite beautiful. 
The m any little animals, depend­ 
ant on these seeds for food, are 
probably 
w aiting 
in 
anticipa­ 
tion of the feast they w ill have

scatters the pods on the ground. 


BLYTHE is a green spot on th e 
now dry desert and close to the 
Colorado river from w hich it gets 
irrigation. Across the river and 
you are in Arizona. H ere the Palo 
V erde and Ironwood 
trees are 
more num erous, grow ing as close 
together as the creosote in our 
desert. These w hen in bloom m ust 
be quite a show and w orth m ak ­ 
ing a special trip to see. The iron­ 
wood has a pale lavender blos­ 
som and belongs to the pea fam ­ 
ily, as does the Palo Verde and 
the Parkensonia. They all bloom 
about the same time. Suharos b e­ 
gin to appear on the horizon, so 
different in form from the trees, 
w ith their stiff trunks and angu­ 
lar branches. Soon one stands 
close to the road; and I was su r­ 
prised to see that the blossoms, 
sticking out around the top ready 
to burst into bloom, w ere a deep 
red. I thought suharo blossoms 
w ere w hite only. Perhaps Lloyd 
Mason Smith can explain this, 
w hen he returns to the museum. 
The cacti in A rizona w hile of th e 
same general variety as in the 
California desert, seem to grow 
from a short tru n k rath er th an 
in separate branches as they do 
in our Coachella desert. They look 
like little chunky trees. Large 
areas are taken up by cacti alone. 
A rizona's tow ns have changed 
since I first cam e over this road 
in 1933—they were w indblow n 
and desolate places then, and one 
was glad to be able to get gas 
and a coke. Now they are devel­ 
oped into communities, proud and 
painted, and invite you to stay for 
a m eal and look around at real 
estate. Toward W iekenburg, the 
A rizona 'Dude C apital,’ the coun­ 
try rolls into soft hills and v a l­ 
leys; and the road w inds around 
in and out. D ude ranches w ith 
their im pressive entrances begin 
to appear, th eir roads going off 
back into the hills. These ranches, 
m any df them , have been there 
for years and have cattle and 
cowboys, w ith guests 
from the 
East at the proper season. C attle 
guards rattle under the wheels 
frequently, and signs appear to 
w arn you of cattle on the road. 
I didn’t see one cow all the way. 
The grass m ust be greener in the 
far off hills, if there is any grass. 
The 
country 
through 
here 
is 
thickly set w ith desert shrubs 
and 
many 
Palo 
Verde 
trees, 
though not so large and graceful 
as those in our desert. 


FOLDED in betw een the hills 
lies 
W ickenberg, and 
it looks 
green and cool. The elevation is 
2000 feet, but it is still hot, how 
ever, more 
tem perate 
than 
in 
our low er altitude. D uring the past 
five years W ickenberg has grow n 
very much, but it still has th at 
unorganized 
w estern 
feeling. 
There 
are 
beautiful 
vistas 
in 
every direction. Roads branch off 
to private homes set among the 
surrounding hills—homes that are 
ultra-m odern 
w ith 
their large 
view windows and flat roofs but 
inacessible because of the steep, 
unpaved roads. Judging from th e 
dense desert grow th, 
the soil 
m ust be quite fertile. I stopped 
here for the 
night, 
but early 
enough to drive about and see the 
country which is very beautiful 
and interesting. 
Q uarters w ere 
plentiful, as the tourists have d e ­ 
parted 
until 
October 
comes 
around again.

Each Tax Cent to 


Bring in $14,300 to 


County Coffers 


Every 
cent 
of 
county-wide 
property tax rate levied in River­ 
side county for 1947-48 will bring 
in approximately $14,320, about 
13 per cent more than the $12,­ 
728, which a cent of county tax 
rate raised for last year, Cali­ 
fornia Taxpayers’ association es­ 
timated today. 
Productivity of each cent of 
tax rate for 1947-48 is estimated 
on the pre-equalization value of 
taxable property in the county 
of $143,200,750 of which $123,­ 
545,270 is the valuation fixed by 
the county assessor and $19,655,­ 
480 by the state board of equali­ 
zation, the association said. Last 
year’s valuation of taxable prop­ 
erty in the county totalled $127,­ 
278,160. 


THROUGHOUT the state, a 
cent of property tax will raise 
abot $1,100,800 for 1947-48, up 
about 21 per cent from the $910, 
082 which one cent of local prop­ 
erty tax rate produced for 1946­ 
47. 
Statewide valuation of taxable 
property, 
before 
equalization, 
amounts to $11,008,071,116 with 
$9,774,718,076 in valuations fixed 
by county assessors and $1,233,­ 
353,040 in inter-county property, 
which is assessed by the state 
board of equalization. Last year, 
taxable property throughout the 
state was assessed at $9,100,823,­ 
858. 


TAX RATES on local property 
must be set on or before Sept. 1. 
“Increases in assessed valua­ 
tions and in state aid to many 
levels of local government should 
mean good-sized decreases in tax 
rates in most places this year,” 
the Taxpayers’ association de­ 
clared. 
“Every effort should be made 
to hold local budgets and tax 
levies for 1947-48 as low as pos­ 
sible.”

Yellowstone Park Stopping Point 
For Macartneys En Route to North 


(This week. Palm Springs wandering pastor is in Yellowstone 
National park. He's making for his favorite fishing grounds on 
Puget Sound, by a circuitous route—Palm Springs to Forest Home 
to Colorado and then west. And when he gets there, Mrs. Mac­ 
artney will problably land the big ones while he, being a minis­ 
ter, will be forced to admit that those that got away from him 
weren't so big. after all.—Ed. Note). 


My dear Phat: Just n orth of 
Jackson Hole, Wyoming, is the 
quaintest little church. The bell 
hangs in a rustic cupola over the 
gate by w hich you en ter the 
grounds. Inside the little sanct­ 
uary, your gaze is instantly rivet­ 
ed on the snow -clad peaks of the 
"Tetons,” seen through a 10’xl6’ 
window 
behind the altar 
and 
cross. 
The seats and furnishings are 
all 
of undressed 
lum ber, 
and 
natural Jprm ations of p arts of 
trees selected from the forest to 
fit into the design. 
It is nam ed the church of the 
"T ransfiguration.” 
Passing along, we turned in, 
and with two others conducted a 
morning devotion. The other two 
were evidently church m inded for 
they joined in the creed. 
It is an "Episcopal church,” and 
during the sum m er season the 
clergym an 
from 
Jackson 
Hole 
comes out to conduct the service. 


FOR SCORES of miles on the 
way north, the highw ay stretches 
like a ribbon, no hum an habita­ 
tion, nor signs of man, or abode. 
About every eight miles is a 
tiny “Shelter H ut,” 
for w inter 
storm -stressed 
travellers, 
and 
"snow breaks” much of the way 
to aid in keeping the highway 
open. Every 500 feet a stake or 
sm all tree is set on both sides of 
the road, to tell w here the high­ 
way is. 
W hat seem ed like a ten mile 
high wire fence, we learned is to 
prevent the 10,000 elk which w in­ 
ter near “Jackson Hole”, from 
crossing the highw ay. There the 
governm ent 
raises 
enorm ous 
quantities of hay to feed th e ani­ 
mals. As high as 20,000 assemble 
sometimes. 
• 
We also saw antelope bound­ 
ing aw ay as we approached. Woe 
betide the m otorist who has need 
for car aid, so far from a garage. 


NOWHERE 
have we 
beheld 
more m ajestic m ountain peaks 
than in the “Teton Range.” In 
Jenny Lake their peaks are re­ 
flected in the unruffled water. 
The highest peak, 
14,000, was 
scaled by two notables, a man 
over 80 and a child of three. 
Entering Yellowstone P ark by 
the south gate, and going to reg­ 
ister at “Old Faithful Lodge” and 
“Inn,” we w ere im m ediately made 
at home by being greeted by a 
num ber of persons from 
Palm 
Springs and the D esert Inn. Miss 
Marie Kelley, Bill Gordon, door­ 
man, and V irginia of the dining 
room. The 
place swarm s with 


tourists, in hotel, Lodge, cabins, 
tents, auto camps, and m any have 
to sleep in their cars. 
14,000 cars entered the park on 
July 4th this year. We have been 
fortunate so far in securing a 
place to pillow or heads each 
night, by being o nhand bright 
and early to get a reservation in 
one of the very crude cabins. 


COLLEGE boys and girls by the 
hundreds, are* bell hops, pack- 
rats, and guides to the cabins, and 
college ladies by the hundred to 
fix up the cabins each morning. 
Miss Marie Kelley, who is pri­ 
vate secretary to the manager, 
gave us much inform ation how 
best to get about in the park. 
Yesterday we stood w ith the 
several score of other eager fish­ 
er-folk on the “Fishing Bridge” 
which 
spans 
the 
Yellowstone 
river w here it leaves the lake, 
and begins its long journey to 
join the 
Missouri hundreds of 
miles away. The rapids, cataracts 
and plunging upper and lower 
falls, have carved a 
m iniature 
G rand Canyon, down into which 
we gazed, catching glimpses ever 
and anon of the sw irling waters 
seeking to regain their composure 
after 
their 
tum ultuous 
course 
through the canyon. 
We spent one night 
at the 
“Lake Lodge" and are stopping 
for several days here in a tiny 
cabin at the “canyon.” On the 
opposite side is the enormous and 
high-costing hotel. We took a good 
look through the place and count­ 
ed our pennies and decided the 
cabins w ere more to our style. 
Mr. Geggie of the “D esert Inn” 
has managed this hotel in the 
past. 


ALL ABOUT the place we see 
young lads and lassies w ith hand 
carts containing the fresh linen, 
brooms, etc., and going from cab­ 
in to cabin to tidy them up. 
All three of my own children 
have spent a sum m er doing this. 
It is a great experience. I rem em ­ 
ber my Helen saying her largest 
tip was $1.00. 
Likewise 
romance 
does 
not 
have to pay an entrance fee into 
the park as the rest of us do. 
The num ber of newlyweds do­ 
ing the parks is legion and they 
brighten up the garden run of 
farmers, teachers, professors and 
mechanics and businessm en of all 
and every variety (as w ell as va­ 
cationing preachers). 


THE ROADS about the parks 
are undergoing constant repairs, 
so heavy is the traffic. The cars 


dash by in both directions, like 
cats trying to get som ewhere or 
to make sure of an over-night 
stopping place. Of all the thous­ 
ands of cars, we have seen only 
one that had been in disaster. It 
w as well sm ashed up. We won­ 
dered w here they could tak e the 
car to be repaired. 
G ardiner and Helena are the 
only sizeable tow ns w ithin range. 
The food price is not exorbi­ 
tant. Gasoline here is 28c. 
We run across the footsteps of 
Palm Springs friends, C arl Lyk- 
ken was here recently. 
Long m ay there open spaces, 
and m arvelous w orks of the Crea­ 
to r’s hands rem ain the possession 
of the A m erican people. Millions 
now sleeping beneath th e sod 
have gazed upon these geysers, 
w aterfalls and 
m ountains. 
Mil­ 
lions more will th rill with ecstasy, 
as they behold the beauty and the 
m ajesty so lavishly dispensed by 
th e great architect and artist of 
th e 
universe, 
in 
these 
Rocky 
M ountain areas.

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Japan Under Gen. MacArthur 


The United States’ proposal that an eleven-nation pre­ 
lim inary peace conference m eet in the near future to draft 
a tre a ty for Japan is in itself an indication of the success a­ 
chieved by our occupation policy in the F ar East. M any a 
ieved by our occupation policy in the Far East. M any a 
vexing problem rem ains to be solved in Japan 
b u t there 
we have come nearer than anyw here else to achiéving w hat 
we set out to do in the beginning. 
W hen the B attleship Missouri entered Tokio Bay to 
becom e the stage for the form al surrender, no one knew 
w hat lay ahead. The m ajor Japanese cities had been rav-( 
aged by American air attack, w ith the atom ic bom b deal­ 
ing the final blow. The Japanese home arm ies w ere in­ 
tact, and it was feared th at groups of soldiers m ight carry 
on underground, guerilla w arfare against the A m erican 
forces for years to come. It was thought fu rth er th a t a deep 
hatred m ight have been bred in the masses of the Japanese 
people tow ard America, and that this m ight m ake recon­ 
struction and the eventual establishm ent of an acceptable 
Japanese governm ent impossible. It was forecast in some 
quarters that full-scale occupation of the Japanese islands 
m ight have to be m aintained for a generation or more. 
T he M acArthur policy in Japan w ould take volum es to 
describe in detail. Its basic principle has been e d u c a tio n - 
coupled w ith a very firm kind of justice. The first step 
was th e elim ination of the Japanese m ilitarists from posi­ 
tions of influence. The w ar crim inals w ere sought out, 
tried, and punished. The enorm ous authority of th e Em­ 
peror—which is a religious force difficult to understand 
in an Occidental country— was used to the utm ost. The 
Japanese people w ere assured th at the A m ericans w ere 
there to help them help them selves and th at they had no­ 
thing to fear if they obeyed the rules. An extrem ely tight 
discipline was established over the Am erican rflilitary 
forces, and it was dem anded that they m ake them selves 
w orthy exam ples of a dem ocratic nation. 
M acA rthur has been criticized for m any things, but no 
one can doubt his purpose, or his adm inistrative ability. 
To inculcate even the sim plest dem ocratic principles in the 
Japanese m ind has been a task of extraordinary difficulty. 
Japan has always been a feudal country. The bulk of the 
people have never had anything to say about its govern­ 
m ent. U ntil 1853, w hen the U. S. flotilla under Commodore 
P erry opened the door to trade, it had been alm ost com­ 
pletely secluded from W estern influences. In late years, 
the m ilitarists swamped the country w ith their sword- 
rattlin g propaganda, and did everything possible to sell 
the idea that Japan’s destiny was dom ination of the world. 
In the face of all this, th e A m erican occupation forces 
have achieved a rem arkable degree of success. It would 
be ridiculous to assume th at Japan is now com pletely pre­ 
prepared for self-governm ent. She w ill have to be guided 
in one way or another for a long tim e to come. 
But a 
growing m easure of dem ocractic knowledge and feeling is 
being built up, and special stress has been placed on demo­ 
cratic education in the schools. W ork is now being done 
to revitalize Japanese industry and trade, and the cam paign 
against the black m arket—scourage of Japan as it is of all 
the defeated nations—has been intensified. 
It is notable th at M acA rthur has had a free hand in 
Japan and, in that, he has had a trem endous advantage 
over th e occupation chiefs in Europe. Russian influence 
has been generally confined to her section of Korea 
and 
there, as usual, she has established an iron curtain. In 
the m ain islands Russia has had little to say as to P°Ucy> 
and M acA rthur has brooked no obstructionist tactics. There 
are com m unist elem ents am ong the Japanese people, but 
they seem to be very m uch in the m inority. Japan, under 
Am erican rule, has come a long, long w ay in two years, 
and th is country has every reason for pride in that 
accom plishm ent.

W ASHINGTON TO LURAY 


One night we drove dow n town 
just to see the lighting on the 
Capitol Dome and on Lincoln’s 
and Jefferson’s memorials. The 
lights 
w ere 
a ll 
subdued 
just 
enough to not m ake the display 
too Hollywoodish and garish. 
The Suprem e Court building 
we toured, as also the Ford Thea­ 
ter w here Lincoln was shot, and 
the house across the street where 
he later died. T he Pan-A m erican 
building, the L ibrary of Congress, 
the N ational Archives, the Folger 
Shakespeare L ibrary, the N ation­ 
al Cathedral, 
and m any other 
places of interest. 
O ur friend Dick Kimm el in­ 
vited us out to his farm just 
north of Silver Spring, M aryland, 
near the town of Olney. We found 
his farm quite a ram bling place, 
com plete with a lake. Mr. K im ­ 
mel, a patent law yer, is building 
a boy’s school on one portion of 
his property, and hopes to have 
it open by this fall. T hat night 
we w ent to th e sum m er stock 
theater a t Olney to see “The Male 
A nim al,” a very tim ely play. 
A second day at the Sm ithson­ 
ian and Dr. Foshog introduced 
me to several very im portant re ­ 
searchers on th eir staff, includ­ 
ing Dr. Friedm ann, the ornith­ 
ologist, and Dr. Kellogg, the mam- 
m alogist.

TO COM PLETE our stay in the 
W ashington area, we took off two 
days and drove into Virginia to 
the Blue Ridge M ountains, the 
Skyline Drive, and Shenandoah 
N ational Park. O ur first stop was 
at the Skyline Caverns, a quite 
new cave and very w orthw hile. 
The display of crystals, like fine­ 
ly shredded cocoanut, or sea ane­ 
mones, is unrivalled in any caves 
we w ere to later see. 
Down the Skyline Trail, over 
the Blue Ridge M ountains, not 
too spectacular because it was 
threatening rain any second. But 
still quite beautiful, and I could 
w ell picture the 
breath-taking 
views along th at road w ith the 
F all colors at th eir height. Then 
a short detour w estw ard to see 
the L uray Caverns, probably the 
most fam ous of that group of 
V irginian caves. N or were we dis­ 
appointed. These caverns are by 
far the best we have seen, as far 
as sheer beauty goes. B ut they 
have no underground river or 
lake like M am moth; they aren’t 
as large as Carlsbad; and they 
don't have the delicate form ations 
of Skyline Caverns. We wore to 
learn on this trip alone th at just 
because you've seen one cave, you 
have certainly not seen them all. 
Each one is quite different from 
the next and I’ve seen a great 
m any: Oregon, Timpanogos, W ind, 
C rystal, Jew el, M ammoth, C arls­ 
bad, as well as Luray and Sky­ 
line. You certainly don't see one 
canyon like the G rand Canyon 
and then say you’ve seen them all. 
No, you still go to Yosemite, or 
to Zion. And th a t’s the w ay I 
regard caves. In fact, I look for­ 
w ard to seeing new ones.

From Jam estow n we headed 
north to Yorktown to see the b at­ 
tlefield and the surrender house. 
Then back to Silver Spring, Md.,
